Court of Assize—Adjourned Ses- 
sion. 
[Before Mr. Justice Crons.} 


Sentence to Ten Wears of the Pri- 
- goner Brown, convicted of 
Manslaughter. 


HE MAKES A STATEMENT. 


Tuvaspay, Dec. 12, 1872 


Yesterday at twelve. o'clock, John Brown: 
a Portuguese by birth, was brought up to 
receive senteace fer manslaughter, The evi- 
dence of the cxse was fully reported by us at 
the time of the trial on Wednesday. 

The prisoner, in reply to the usual question 
—* if be ‘bad anything to say why sen ence 
ghould not be passed upon him," remarked 
that he bad, and stated that upon the mora- 
ing of his departure from Nanaimo with bis 

rtner Johnsos, be went upto the store of 

r. Levi; he took big own share of the money 
as as Johnson's, which they bad depos- 
it bere, saying in the hearing of several 
people who were around, that he would take 
care of the Jot till they got home. Jobnson 
took five or o1x drinks at Nanaimo,and when 
he went on board be (Johnsoa) was pretty 
tight. They set enils and all went: well until 
they got outside the rapids, when it came on 
to blow, and Jobuson being under the iofla- 
ence of liquor, was knocked overboard by the 
boom, . He was then two hundred yards from 
Jebnsgn's boat, but immediately put about, 
aod tried to reeover the body ; he never saw 
him rise agsin, bat his cap was floating 
about. ‘He waited for at least fifteen minutes, 
but saw noghing more of the deceased ; there 
wagarancherie gomeé four miles off, and ‘he 
tried to make for that. The tide was ron- 
ping vety Strodg atthe time, and be landed 
three miles from Plumper’s I'ass ; be went 
up to Harry Johnson's,the deceased's brotber 
and Wid hits of the misfortuoe, and havded 
him overt the money that be (larry) and the 
decenged were entitled to. Le beard nothing 
more of the affair until six months after i:s 
occurrence, wh-n the police cume and ar- 
rested him on a charge of murder./ As to the 
two Indians, whose evidence bad convicted 
him, bevhed) never sero the little boy at all, 
ead the bigger one be bad seen only once in 
hie life, when be was with officer McMillan 

at Cowichan. He had been io the country 
since 1858) and had alwayé had a good chur- 
acter, snd noone could say a word to the 
contrary. He was perfectly innocent of the 
crime, aad the statements which had been 
made'alladiog to his confessions, were ut~| 
terly falee—that wag ali be bud tos y. ‘ 
Mr. Justice Crease then addressed the pri- 
soner, previous to passing sentence upon 
him. He seid Be was uot sure that he bad 
not seen the prisoner in court some time ago 
under a'diferent name. All the points of bis 
case hed been well represented and ingeni- 
ously argued by his counsel ; twelve impar~ 
tial, i Fe and upright men; had sat there | 
some hiddrs, and listened patiently and at- 
tentively to the evidence which had been ad- 
duced; 'thecave lad been well conzidered, 
and they had come to the conclusiun that he 
was pot only not innocent, but decided'y 
guilty, They were of ao opinion that Jobo- 
son,-who had.a claim upon him as bis part- 
ner for protection, had met with his death at 
bis haode. In mercy, however, soetend of 
taking bis life, as be had Jubnsvn’s, thinking 
that words were perhaps stronger than blows, 
and the raeping tongue of the deceased 
might have taised bis ire, and caused bim to 


’ -gtrike'the fatal blow, they bad brought in 


the -verdict which he (the prisoner) had 
heard. Ae for nimself, the learned Judge 
said, that considering the confessions which 
he (Brown) bad made, and the stutemen 8 of 
the most.hopest men who bead given evi- 
dence—evidence unshaken by a most severe 
crosq-examination—be could not do otber- 
wise than conscientiously concur in the ver- 
dict ‘We (the prisoner) had sent the de~ 
ceased to his last account withutt # mow 
ment’s warning, and without a second to 
make bis petce with God ; and such blood- 
shed and crime could not be_allowed to pass 
without receiving its earthly punishment 
The jury bad been Warved by his counsel 
ibat life wae trembling in the balance beld 
by them; but like bouest and upright men, 
they had not allowed themselves to be intim- 
idated, but had executed their du'y as men of 
stability aod self-respect. The learned Judge 
only heped that when be came out of jail af- 
ter serving the time ofthe sentence he was 
about to pass upov him, he would use bis 
years profitably, und eudesvor to aione for 
the heinous offeace be had been found guilty 
of. 

The pentence of the court was that he be 
kept to penal servitude for ten years.
